John D. Rockefellers latest gift to the 
Chicago university, one million dollars 
in absolute cash, two million dollars 
more, conditional upon tbe western 
educational institution securing anoth- 
er two million dollars elsewhere, mak- 
ing altogether an aggregate Of this one 
man's gifts to this one establishment of 
more than seven millions of dollars, all 
from one who, a little more than fifty 
years of age, as a boy sold newspapers 
in the New England Hshing town of 
New Bedford. It sounds like a story 
from the Arabian Nights, yet he who 
has with apparent lavishness parted 
with his gold atill holds in his purse 
many more such kingly fortunes. And 
it all comes from oil. This wonderful 
result of Bockefellcr's labors teaches 
unmistakably the strength of small 
things; a ride on a street car, which 
costs but a nickel; the bar ot soap, for 
which five cents is expended; the l.ilf 
gallon of coal oil, for which a few 
pennies arc ungrudgingly given; these 
things and such as these, have formed 
the bases of the most colossal fortunes 
which have made American millionaires 
famous the world over. Within the 
last ten years John D. Bockefeller and 
his brother William have given to 
charitable and benevolent institutions 
about $12.000,000. That sum only re- 
fers to their public work, all of which 
has been unostentatiously done. What 
their private charities amount to heav- 
en only knows, and that probably is 
the bast place to have it known.

of new vessels and the completion ai'd 
trial trips of others. 


The .steamers St. Paul and the St. 


Louis can practically be couuted as be- 
longing to the navy, and they began 
tie.'r (rips for (is American liae the 
present season. 
Tho largest armoied 


cruiser yet made in this country is thq 
Brooklyn, 9,371 tons, launched soms 
time since. There aro already vessels 
enough to give seven steel cruisers aud 
gunboats apiece respectively to (he Asi- 
atic, the Pacific and the gulf squadrons, 
and these squadrons are equipped rxj- 


'«anHngly.""'TfiSt'"1eaves 'the Koropeaa 
and tioqih Atlantic fleets insufficiently 
provided for—at least they would be if 
there were a spark of indication of war 
in those regions. 


Fonr as handsome and effectivo cruis- 


ers as any nation possesses have been 
added to the u.ivy this year. The largest 
is the Minneapolis, ?,3?fl tons. The oth 
ers are the Olympia, o,S70 tons, and the 
Cincinnati and Raleigh, each 3,313 tons. 
Besides those, teu new armorclads are 
on the list of additions to onr navy for 
1895, though the completion of some of 
them will run over iuto the beginning 
of 1896. 


Of tbe teu the Indiana, the Massachu- 


setts and the Oregon are designed to 
serve chiefly as coast line battleships. 
They are of 10,288 tons each, and are 
among the best specimens of naval archi- 
tecture extant. Two others, the Maine 
and the Texas, rank as second class bat- 
tleships, being respectively of 6,683 
tons and 6,315 tons. 


Then we have for this year the ram 


Katahdin, the harbor defender Puritan, 
of 6,000 tons and carrying 13 inch guns, 
aud three double turret monitors of 
3,990 tons each, tbe Terror, Amphitrite 
aud Monaduock. 


The two steel gunboats lately launch- 


ed, the Nashville and Wilmington, will 
be ready early in 1896. The third one 
of the steel gunboats ordered to be built 
this year, the Helena, will be launched 
in a few weeks. These three gnnboata 
and the Brooklyn will be pnt into active 
service iu 1S9B. So will the Iowa, 11,- 
410 tons, the largest battleship as yet 
ordered for the new American navy.

TITO great interuatioaal questions DOW

It 
is trne that tbe u Him atom presented to 
the Turk on May 11 was signed by Rus- 
sia, France and Great Britain, yet there 
is no doubt bnt the firm and insistent 
attitude of Lord Salisbury, with England 
behind him, had more to do with obtain- 
ing the snltan's promise of reform than 
the influence of both the other powers. 
The promised reform of the Armenian 
misrule is therefore a victory for Great 
Britain. The other question that at last 
bids fair to be definitely settled ia the 
boundary matter between Venezuela and 
British Qniaua. That prospective ami- 
cable cettlement is solely owing to the 
firm bnt conciliatory attitude of the 
United States government. 
England 


will at least arbitrate the claim which 
she pushed in 1886 to about 33,000 
square miles of rich mining territory m 
the (Jruari district. Undoubtedly, if it 
Beernp necescary.she will make other con- 
cessions rather than get into dispute 
with the United States, which she now 
sees plainly would follow any arrogant 
demand for the territorial extension of 
British Qniana. 


The American people have been as- 


tonished so of ten by ostentatious display 
of what more money can do that the 
thing rather palls on thoir taste,, They 
are concluding that something rnoro 
than the mere cold dollar is reqnieit? to 
constitute a real upper class. The time 
is coming in this country -when wealth 
will be so common as to be no show at 
all.

In the Journal Building at 


Detroit, Mich. 


Mnny People Killed and Others 


Badly Injured.

DETROIT, Mich-, Nov. 0.~At about 
o'clock tbl* morninx. the bnllerm in 
e Journal building, corner of Lamed 
d Shelby Htmt*, exploded with ter- 
Gc force. The portion of tho build- 
g. about forty feet wide, immediately 
Itapied, burying (cores of people In 
e ruin*. Four dead and several in- 


ured have already been taken out. A 
rest many girls and women were em- 
oyed in the building. The editorial 
epirtmentof tbe Journal are all re- 
tried to be *aved. There were proba- 
ily 100 or more penona in the wrecked 
portion. 


Shortly after 9 o'clock the ruins 
roko out In dame* and tbe great 
oud* of i tin ing omoke seriously pre- 
nted the firemen in their work of 


rescue. It is positively known that at 


e end of the colUpied building tho 
erotyper* engaged on the fifth floor 


were: Mlcheal Ward. Arthur Lynch, 
amn Iton.

The John 
Davis company, dealers In grocer*' sun- 
ries, occupied the ground floor and 
MeMentofon«end of the building, 
h* firm'* lilt of employe* Is not large, 
utltii doubtful whether all escaped.

>crry boiler*. The two boilers wer 
looked over casually by an ouUid 
engineer only Saturday, lie nays the;

About fifteen minute* after tbe ex
